Catholics in Austria 


The demand in Cardinal Innitzer’s state- 
ment that the Nazis guarantee freedom of re- 
ligious instruction and forbid anti-Catholic 
propaganda means that the Austrian branch of 
the church will soon be as embroiled with the 
Hitler regime as is the German branch. For 
Hitler long ago broke the promise he gave in 
his concordat with the Vatican to permit free- 
dom of religious instruction. And = anti- 
Catholicism is one of the basic dogmas in the 
Nazi creed, propagandized in almost as vile and 
obscure a fashion as the anti-Semitism of Der 
Stuermer. 

The Viennese Cardinal seems to have been 
taken in, as so many other statesmen have, by 
promises given in an interview with Hitler. It is 
significant that the dispatches from Rome report 
that Clemens von Galen, Bishop of Munster, 
played the greatest part in convincing Cardinal 
Innitzer that Nazi promises were not to be 
taken too seriously. The experience of German 
Catholics is evidence of that.—New York Post,

Hiccup 
(By Mr. Justice Riddell of Ontario) 
Hiccur 2s some prefer to call it, hiccough 


—is or f the most curious—I had almost said 
table—of the phenomena exhibited by 
man frame; and I venture to think it has 
eived the attention it deserves from 
1 men and phyciologists. 
this article I shall speak only of my per- 
nal experiences. While I have seen newspaper 
accounts to more protracted attacks, I believe 
that I hold the official record, having been con- 
tinuously affected for twelve days and twelve 
nights in the Wellesley Hospital, Toronto, when 
suffering from pneumonia and under the con- 
stant and assiduous care of most competent and 
attentive physicians and nurses. I may say that I 
had a similar experience, lasting eight days and 
eight nights, in a previous attack of pneumonia. 
Since a major operation some weeks ago, from 
which I am recuperating, I have had attacks, 
more or less severe, and sometimes several times 
a day—and I may fairly be considered an expert 
in hiccup 

I am convinced that there are two distinct 
forms of hiccup. One of these is very common 
—practically everybody has experienced it more 
n once. It has but a slight agitation of the 
abdomen, including the stomach—it has not 
much of a “beat” or “throb,” and seems to be 
occasioned by the condition of the stomach itself, 
eg.’ the digestion of unsuitable food or a too 
liberal] repast It causes very slight dis- 
comfort and not unusually wears itself out in a 
short time. A short walk will sometimes conquer 
it; if a speedy cure is a desideratum, dashing 
half an ounce of raw whiskey down the throat 
is general effective—or a teaspoonful of aromatic 
spirits of ammonia, bicarbonate of soda or other 
alkali, in four ounces of water, will generally 

effect a speedy cure. 
The other kind is to me most distressing— 
indeed, depressing in a great degree. It begins 


with a strong “beat” or “throb” in the left upper 
Tv immediately followed by great abdominal 
agitation—t! his latter, some attribute to the 
phrenic nerve, and, indeed, it is known that some 
Negro su scrape this nerve and so paralyze 
the diap?

Hrulletin 
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Your Health

The plain water fast, used at the beginning 
of the treatment for cystitis, usually brings the 
patient considerable relief. In a fast of this kind, 
the patient uses large quantities of distilled 
water, taking a glass every half-hour. The large 
| intake of water keeps the fluid in the bladder 

highly diluted with the result that toxins do not 

irritate the delicate lining of the bladder to the 
| same extent as would otherwise happen if the 
urine was more concentrated. 


After using the fast for a few days, it is often 
a good plan for the patient to stay on the milk 
diet. While on the milk schedule, no water need 
be taken, as the milk will provide enough liquid 
to keep up a good drainage through the bladder, 

The laboratory test of the kidney elimination 
| should be repeated while the patient is on the 
milk, and it will generally be found that there 
has been some improvement. 

When the bladder irritation has subsided, the 
patient may be returned to a full diet but should 
be cautioned to avoid garlic, onions, alcoholic 
beverages, and highly spiced dishes. 

The patient will find it well to avoid exposure 
to cold or chilling. I find it extremely important 
| to caution the patient to avoid constipation. 
During the fasting period and while milk is being 
used, it will be necessary to take at least one 
| daily enema for the purpose of keeping the colon 
clean. The enema may be continued for a time 
when the patient begins eating again when con- 
stipation exists, with the patient understanding 
that its use is only a temporary measure to be 
continued until the large intestine has been 
trained to eliminate regularly. 

It often happens that cystitis or bladder in- 
flammation is associated with other disorders 
affecting the pelvic area, or the kidneys. When 
such is the case, as for example, in prostatic en- 
largement in men, in certain infectious diseases, 
| in the presence of a tumor, or in the presence of 
a kidney disorder, the associated condition will 
require suitable treatment. 

In acute cystitis, the patient will find that 
some relief will be obtained by lying on the back 
with the hips elevated by being placed on a small 
pillow or folded blanket, as this changes the 
position of the bladder. Heat may also be used 
to advantage; the hot Sitz bath probably being 
the most effective home treatment that may be 
employed. Another good home treatment which 


may be tried is the application of hot towels. This 
treatment may be repeated several times daily, 
if desired. Women often find the taking of hot 
water douches will relieve some of the tender- 
ness in the bladder region. 

In cases where bacterial invasion is an out- 
standing part of the picture, local treatment 
given by a physician is usually required. 

I can not impress upon you too strongly the 
fact that pains in different parts of the body may 
be due to a mild form of chronic bladder irrila- 
tion. If your aches and pains, and especially 
your backaches, are increased whenever the 
kidney elimination is heavy and full of cloudy 
waste material, bladder inflammation should be 
suspected as a possible cause of your distress. 
With proper treatment, relief is often secured 
and bladder discomfort and backaches become a 
thing of the past

Questions And Answers 

QUESTION—Mrs. Kate C. writes: “I am 
bothered off and on by a feeling of nausea. Food 
is distasteful and I am sick at my stomach after 
eating. My husband thinks I have bilious at- 
tacks, my mother says it is due to eye strain, and 
I think I have stomach trouble. Who is right?” 

ANSWER: There is no way in which I might 
attempt to tell you what is the underlying cause 
| of the nausea without first examihing you. The 
best plan is to have an examination made by a 
doctor near enough to examine you personally 
Nausea as a symptom may arise from several 
different causes, among them being stomach dis- 
orders, liver and gall bladder disorders, eye 
strain, and colitis. In women, prolapsus is often 

sufficient to produce this symptom because of 

the downward pressure exerted by the sagging 

organs upon the pelvic organs. Occasionally, 
nausea is induced as the result of emotional dis- 
turbances. 

QUESTION—Will B. writes: “The wrist of 
the left arm is swollen and gives considerable 
pain when I try to carry anything. Our local 
doctor says I have a chronic periostitis and that 
he cannot do much for me.” 

ANSWER: Periostitis is an inflammation of 
the periosteum, which is the tough, figrous mem- 

brane surrounding a bone. This condition is 
generally chronic and is marked by tenderness, 
swelling, and an aching pain. Acute periostitis 
is due to infection and is characterized by diffuse 
suppuration, severe pain and constitutional 
| symptoms. Bathing the wrist for about 10 min- 
| utes in hot water might help.
